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West ’s Discord Throws 
Shadow on Canal Meet

PARIS, Aug. 3—The discord 
between the Anglo-French 
coalition and the United States 
that marred the process of 
working out the three-Power 
communique on the proposed 
Suez Canal conference is likely 
to remain as a bone of conten- 
tion even after the scheduled 
parley opens’in London on Aug. 
6 


In phrasing the communique, 
U.S. Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles proposed that the 
24-nation conference be called 
for the purpose of establishing 
an international organ, not for 


the “control” but for the 
“management” of the Suez 
waterway. 


France and Britain, however, 
insisted that the proposed world 
organization must be empower- 
ed not only to “manage” but 
also “control” the canal. Ad- 
justment of these conflicting 
views took considerable time 
but finally an agreement was 
reached to describe the purpose 
of the London party in the tri- 
partite declaration as “to estab- 
lish operating arrangement un- 
der an international system.” 
Neither the word “manage” nor 
“control” was used in the docu- 
ment. 


This settlement has apparent- 
ly left much seed for discontent

in Britain and France, especial- 
ly in the latter country. In his 
own statement, French Foreign 
Minister Christian Pineau de- 
clared that the coming confer- 
ence would take up problems 
not only with regard to the 
management but also control 
of tue Suez waterway. 


‘These circumstances seem to 
portend the possibility that diffi- 
cult problems will crop up when 
concrete issues are tackled at 
the forthcoming: international 
parley in London, | 


Another problem involved in 
the present stage of the Suez 
controversy concerns the repre- 
sentation at the London con- 
ference. The Soviet Union is 
expected to demand that mari- 
time Powers in the Russian 
orbit such as Poland, Yugoslavia 
and Finland be included in the 
conference membership. 


Egypt, on the other hand, 
may demand that invitations be 
extended to Arab. States. It ap- 
pears that Israel, Syria and 
some other Middle Eastern coun- 
tries have been deliberately left 
out of the proposed parley in 
view of the complicated rami- 
fications of the Israeli issue.

Kono’s Plan 
Difficultic 

‘The projected reshuffle of the 
Cabinet and the leading posts 
of the Liberal-Democratic Party 
is expected not to fare well 
owing to strong opposition from 
the anti-main current. factions. 

Therefore, Government and 
party leaders yesterday met and 
decided to confer next Friddy: 
on how to reorganize the party, 
which had lost unity and control 
after the death of its leader 
Bukichi Miki on July 4.°- Prime 
Minister Hatoyama is expected 
to aitend the meeting. 
There is a strong possibility 
of the reshuffle move ending in 
a mere “one-man show” of 
Agriculture -Foregtry Minister 
Ichiro Kono, who is gunning 
for the post of the Tory party’s 
secretary-general. 
Yesterday, representatives of 
various factions of the govern- 
ment party, excluding the Yoshi- 
da group, held a conference at 
the Imperial Hotel to discuss 
measures for solidifying the 
party unity. The conferees, 
however, failed to reach any 
concrete conclusion, 
This meeting, called at the in- 
stance of Kono, was preceded by 
a similar conference held Wed- 
nesday. Yesterday’s meeting 
was attended by Kono, Liberal- 
Democratic leader Bamboku 
Ohno, Secretary-General Nobu- 
suke Kishi, Executive Board 
Chairman Mitsujiro Ishii and 


Takeo Miki, former Transporta- 
tion Minister. 


Kono proposed to the meeting 
that measures for reorganizing 
the party be discussed, but re- 
frained from divulging any con- 
crete plans for the reshuffle in 
consideration of the anti-Kono 
feeling which had been mount- 
ing within the party for the past 
few days. 
After the meeting which Tast- 
ed for an hour, the five con- 
ferees agreed to hold another 
meeting next Friday to be at- 
tended by nine top leaders in- 
cluding the Prime Minister. 
In view of the unexpectedly 
strong opposition to his plan of 
carrying out the -personnel re- 
shuffle, it seems that Kono’s de- 
termination ‘hag decreased to 7 
considerable extent, “aa 
Prior to this conference, Miki 
yesterday met twice with Kenzo 
Matsumura, senior leader of the 
former Progressive Party fac- 
tion, and the two discussed the 
stand to be taken by Miki at the 
conference of leaders of various 
intra-party factions. 
Matsumura emphasized that 
the only way to consolidate the 
party. was to have Prime Min- 
ister Hatoyama retire at an early

This was the most optimistic 
pronouncement the Soviet 
press has made so far on the 
possible outcome of peace talks 
that were resumed here last 
Tuesday. 

The magazine blamed U.S. 
influence for the “stubborn” at- 
titude of the Japanese Govern- 
ment so far but added: 
normalization of relations be- 
tween the Soviet Union and 
Japan does not necessarily 
mean interference with Japa- 
nese American relations.” 

The magazine said that “no

Japan Signs Immigration

The Foreign Office disclosed 
vesterday that an immigration 
agreement owas signed by 
Bolivian Foreign Minister 
Manuel Barrau Pelaes and Japa- 
nese parliamentary Vice-Min- 
ister Kunio Morishita on Aug. 2 
in La Paz and which took ef- 
fect the same day. 


This is the first agreement of . 


its kind that Japan has conclud- 
ed with a foreign country in 
both prewar and é postwar 
years, and it is also the first 
inter-governmental immigration 
agreement to be concluded by 
Bolivia after World War IL 
This agreement authorizes 
the entry into Bolivia of a 
maximum. of 1,000. Japanese 
families or 6,000 Japanese as 
farming colonists in five years. 
The Japanese Government 
had been conducting negotia- 
tions with the Bolivian Govern- 
ment to conclude an agreement 
for the mass settlement of Japa- 
nese farmers in a fertile region 
of this South American country. 
Morishita,, who was in La 


Paz as a special Japanese enyoy 


to attend the presidential in- 
auguration ceremonies, signed 
the agreement in behalf of the 
Japanese Government, 


The agreement provides for 
various conveniences to Japa- 
nese colonists, including _ the 
granting of State-owned land 
without compensation. . 

Under the agreement, Japa- 
nese settlers will be accorded 
the same benefits as the citizens 
of Bolivia with regard to social

Processions of young men in 
uniform costumes parade 
through the streets to the music 
of flutes, drums and other in- 
struments. While on the move, 
each man performs the feat of 
balancing on his forehead, 
shoulder, waist, palm or fingers 
a thick bamboo pole bearing 
many paper lanterns, which 
hang from several bamboo 
sticks tied horizontally to the 
pole.

It’s important to start your 
swing correctly, or chances 
are, you'll end up with some- 
thing less than a ‘fine golf 
shot. And one of the import- 
ant factors to consider is 
bringing: the club back low 
and on line. 


I draw a_ mental line 
through the ball and direct- 
ly down the fairway. Then, 
I extend this line back be- 
hind the ball, noting an odd 
blade’ of grass or something 
noticeable which is on this 
mental line about six or eight 
inches back of the ball. When 
I begin my backswing, I check 
to see if my swing passes over 
this spot. 

Some golfers, when practic- 
ing this phase of their swing, 
will place a tee in the ground 
a few inches behind the ball, 
but in line with the intended 
line of flight. Then, they 
note whether their driver

Minimum Quality Standards 

It is unlikely that a quota set 
in terms of dollar value will 
permit shipment, of a larger 
quantity. of cheaper goods, be- 
cause damask exports are al- 
ready subject to minimum qual- 
ity standards. 

The proposed quotas. will 
tend to stabilize both the qual- 
ities and prices of Japanese da- 
masks shipped to the U.S., in the 
opinion of importers in New 
York. Commenting on the Japa- 
nese action, they say that the 
initial effect of the quota will 
not be felt in the American mar- 
ket until spring of 1957.- By next 
spring, it is predicted, there 
will be less low-end godds and 
better standards will prevail in 
color and fabric quality. 

At present, there is an over- 
supply of cheap Japanese goods 
at low prices. Some importers 
feel that it will take six to eight 
months to clear out the distress 
merchandise that is now in the 
market. ' 

Chain Store Buying

$2,750 million in imports. In 
other words, Japan may be able 
to make both ends meet, but 
may suffer a deficit estimated 
at $110 million.

Its industrial techniques and methods are suited . 


to the economic level of most Asian countries which cannot 
afford the expensive equipment on which industries in 
Western countries depend. Its liberal arts courses delve 
deeply into the cultures of East and West as do few schools 
in other countries. Japan offers cheaper schooling and, 
we like to think, schooling every bit as good as that in the 


¢ 


countries of the West. 


But, as Dr. Kiyose points out, it is necessary to improve 
our facilities and expand the student scholarship program 


if it is to operate at its best. 


In doing this, we should take 


into account the complaints caused by our poor facilities 


in the postwar years. 


The scholarships given by the Government covered far 
less than recipients had originally been led to believe when 
they accepted them. The international student dormitory 
where most of them-_stay has been criticized repeatedly 


for poor administration. 


Whether these claims are justified 


‘ or not, they certainly bear investigation. The scholarship 
system should create friends, not enemies for Japan. 
And at all times, we should keep foremost in our minds 


the requirements of the foreign scholars.

Suez Conference Plan 


The decision of Britain, France and the United States 
to call an international conference with a view to placing 
the Suez Canal under effective international control seems 
the most reasonable thing to do but Cairo’s attitude appears 
to be that Egypt should not attend as nationalization is an 
act of Egyptian sovereignty which cannot be reconsidered. 

The joint statement issued by the three Powers is 
couched in moderate language but insists upon the interna- 


tional character of the issue. 


The nations invited to the 


conference include, besides Egypt, France, Italy, Holland, 
Spain, Turkey, Britain and Russia, who were parties to the 
Treaty of Constantinople of 1888, 16 other nations closely 


concerned, including Japan. 


‘ It. would, therefore, be a 


highly representative conference and it is difficult to see 
how Egypt’s own interests could be better served than by 


agreeing to attend it. 


An important point-is made by Australian Prime 
Minister Menzies in respect to the Canal which may have 


been lost sight of in 


iew of other considerations. He em- 


phasizes that the Canal has reached the “saturation point” 
and that vast sums must be spent on its development to 


meet the needs of growing traffic. 


Such sums one could 


hardly expect Egypt to supply and this is an additional 
argument of weight for international action on the future 


of the waterway.

The Unconvincing Red Line 


There’s Room for Distrust in Party Suddenly Reversing Its Program 


A carpenter. examines a boat 
he built years before and as- 
sures his customer that the ves- 
sel is completely sea worthy. 
And yet a few minutes after 
the owner starts rowing it, 
water gets in through a big 
hole, ; 

One cannot necessarily blame 
the boat-owner for distrusting 
the carpenter’s words from 
that moment on. 

The situation appears analo- 
gous to the recent about-face 
made by the Japan Communist 
Party with regard to its pro- 
gram. 

The big hole is a statement in 
it about the method of revolu- 
tion—whether it should ;sbe 
peaceful or bloody. 

After four months of embar- 
rassment and agony, the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Japan 
Communist Party, officially toed. 
the Moscow line: changeover to 
socialism can be 
through parliamentary means 

In the form of a resolution 
by the Central Committee pas- 
sed at jts seventh general 
meeting on June 28, the policy 
statement said that the Party 
now finds it necessary to revise 
portions of the 1951 program, ~ 

The key point in the program 
in need of either outright 
scrapping or-at least rewriting 
is the single but conspicuous 
sentence toward the end. 


Revolution Inevitable | 

It reads: « 

“It is a mistake to think 
that the liberation of and demo- 
cratic reforms in Japap can be 
achieved through peaceful 
means.” 

What this means by anyone’s 
interpretation is that the Com- 
munists think a bloody revolu- 
tion is inevitable, 

They would not have been 
embarrassed as much as they 
must have been in = recent 
months if nothing had been 
said about this program since 
it was written in 1951. 

But the fact is that JCP lead- 
ers were vocally upholding the 
program in general, and this all- 
important point in particular, 
practically up to the eve of the 
20th Congress of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party in February, 

At the now historic July 1955 
sixth National Congress of the 
JCP, the Party adopted a 90-page 
resolution, which began with 
this most assertive sentence: 

“The various things which 
have happened after the Aadop- 
tion of the new program and 
the experiences of the Party 


“What can we do to Since then have actually proven 


that every rule set forth in the 
program is completely correct.” 


“Views Reiterated 


This means conclusively that. 
the JCP reiterated its official 
view that violence must attend 
“the liberation of and demo- 
cratic reforms in Japan.” 

Indeed, one’ cannot but won- 
der why the Communists took 
pains to reaffirm so unequivocal- 
ly the program as late as July 
1955, , 

They could have changéd at 
least such a minor (but glaring) 
detail like the phrase, “reaction- 
ary Yoshida Government”, re- 
peated throughout the text. to 
suit the prevalent situation. 
(The Hatoyama Cabinet had 
been in office for eight months 
as of that time.) f 


Endorsement of the 1951 Pro- 
gram, furthermore, was not con- 
fined to the Party Congress. Top 
JCP leaders appeared in panel 
discussions and wrote articles 
for magazines to emphasize 
their official stand. 

Notable among them is none 
other than Party First Secre- 
tary Sanzo Nosaka who wrote 
in the November 1955 issue of 
the Chuo Koron: 


Right to Overthrow 


“If the ruling class and the 
government resort to violence 
(in ‘suppressing ‘democratic up- 
heaval’), then it would be a na- 
tural thing and an act in the 
interest of justice that the peo- 
ple meet it with force.” 

In the February 1956 issue of 
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By KIYOAKI MURATA 


the same journal, Nosaka was 
even more articulate in stressing 
the inevitability of violence in 
Communist revolution. — 


Of course, he placed the 
blame for such an outcome on 
the “reactionary forces of Japan 
and.the U.S. which relentlessly 
assail what little freedom that 
exists while endeavoring to re- 
store Japan’s militarism.” . 

According to Nosaka, it is the 
enemies of the Communists who 
are “boryokusha” (he who uses 
violence) and it is within the 
“democratic rights of the work- 
ers and the people of Japan to 
exercise the revolutionary right 
to overthrow their reactionary 
government and take its powers 
away.” 

For the sake of emphasis, the 
erudite First Secretary went so 
far as to quote, somewhat out 
of context, a President of the 
United States—Abraham Lin- 
coln. ; 


Official Reason 


“This country, with its insti- 

tutions, belongs to the people 
who inhabit it. Whenever they 
shall grow weary of the exist- 
ing government, they can ex- 
ercise their constitutional right 
to amend it, or their revolu- 
tionary right to dismember or 
overthrow it.” (First Inaugural 
Address, March 4, 1861.) 
(Of c6lirse, Lincoln went on 
to elaborate on Constitutional 
amendment rather than “over- 
throwing or dismembering she 
government.”) 

At any rate, how could this 
position,. apparently so _ thor- 
oughly proven and believed in 
by the Communist leaders, be 
abandoned so readily? * 

The official reason for the 
Central Committee resolution 
for revision of .the program is 
“recent changes in international 
and domestic situations.” But 
nowhere in the lengthy resolu- 


tion is found adequate explan- 
ation of “how recent” the 
changes have been. 

Needless to say,.the only 
“change” which is forcing the 
Japanese Red leaders to reno- 
vote their platform is the Feb- 
ruary Congress of the Soviet 
Communist Party. 


The Red leaders themselves, 
however, have vehemently 
countered this suggestion, say- 
ing that they have always be- 
lieved in parliamentarianism. 

Could Be Wrong 

As a basis for this contention, 
they point out the fact that the 
program has a section on parlia- 
ment—the kind envisioned by 
the Red leaders which is to be 
unicameral and its members to 
be elected by the single national 
electorate on a proportional re- 
presentation basis, and so forth. 

Yoshio Shiga, one of the top 
three leaders of the JCP, for in- 
stance, wrote in the July sup- 
plement of the Chuo Koron 
(special issue on communism): 

“The program clearly makes 
mentions of democratic parlia- 
mentarian government. There 
is no negation of parliament- 
arianism in it.” 

Significantly, however, Shiga 
and other latter-day apologists 
for parliamentary government 
do not remind their critics that 
the “parliament” provided for 
in their program comes after the 


achievement of a Communist re-- 


volution. This is, therefore, 
hardly grounds on which they 
can claim they are defenders of 
parliamentary means for poli- 
tical changes, - 

A lesson for students of com- 
munism found in the recent de- 
velopments is that if the Com- 
munists could be “wrong” when 
they sound so cocksure—as they 
did last year and up to February 
this year—they could be wrong 
now no matter how certain they 
may sound,

Visitors in search of Japanese 
art are still likely to approach 
this land as a sort of haunted 
castle with a charming ghost— 
the lady known as “Ukiyo-e”. 
It is largely through her, imag- 
es in wood block prints and 
through the romance woven 
about her that Japan has be- 
come known to the world. 

The ghost is now laid to rest, 
but her offspring is just as 
charming and very much alive, 
sparkling with vitality, witty, 
original, artistic to her finger 
tips, and with all her modern- 
ity she reveals her fine herit- 
age and breeding. 

The ndme of this living crea- 
ture is “Sosaku-hanga” and the 
resemblance to her ancestor is 
only faintly visible, modified as 
the heritage has been across 
one century and about four gen-: 
erations. 

Oliver Statler an Amer!i- 
can who came to’this country 
as a soldier and then remained 
completely enmeshed in the 
young Circe’s charms. For some 
eight or nine years he travel- 
ed over these islands to col- 
lect and to study the modern 
woodcut prints. 

He searched out the artists, 
observed their techniques, and 
elicited their eager statements 
about their aims and hopes.

Mr. Statler’s chatty 
and readable accounts of his 
encounters with the artists in 
Tokyo, in Kyoto, and ‘in the 
countryside, are supplemented 
by an appendix of technical data 
as precise as that beloved by 
addicts of the photographic

The materials and the tech- 
niques are given in Japanese 
terms and in translation. And 
optically the book is a direct re- 
flection of that fusion of specific 
Japanese flavor and _inter- 
national appeal which the prints 
themselves incorporate. The 
print artists, the author, the 
publisher, and the book designer 
all have come together in a fresh 
creation which is also an evident 
labor of love.

For Wheat Marke

MELBOURNE — Australians 
are now beginning to realize 
that they have more and more 
problems in common with most 
of the nations of South and 
Southeast Asia. Not only: do 
we share a general interest in 
peace and political stability, but 
many of our economic problems 
are similar. too. 

‘Like most of the countries in 
this area, Austrafia’s present 
wealth and future prospects 
depend largely ; on overseas 
trade. Although we are now 
building,up our manufacturing 
industry, we are still a coun- 
try which really earns its .iving 
by selling primary products 
like wool, wheat and meat, In 
the same manner other coun- 
tries in this part of the world 


@arn their way mainly by trad- 


ing raw materials and foodstuff, 
like tin, rubber, tea, rice and 
jute, * 

In the past the prices of these 
products on the markets of the 
world have tended to vary .a 
lot, and this meant that coun- 
tries depending .on trade of this 
sort have found that their 
economic fortuneS can change 
rather’ violently, This, of 
course, makes it difficult to plan 
ahead and_to keep everyone 
fully employed and living stand- 
ards reasonably stable. 


Way to Avoid 


The only way to avoid the 
awkward situations which fol- 
low from rapidly changing 
market prices is to haye some 
sort of international agreement 
about prices and production so 
that everyone gets a reason- 
ably fair deal, It is only fairly 
recently that the nations of the 
world have got around to @oing 
something about evening things 
out in this way. Lately there 
has been general agreement 
about the world prices and pro- 
duction of tin and sugar. And 
for sometime now we have had 
international arrangements 
about the marketing of wheat. 

In fact, the third of these 
international, wheat agreements 
covering the next three years 
comes into operation today 
(Aug. 1). It has the support of 
the six countries that sell wheat 
to other countries—Australia, 
Argentina, Canada, France, 
Sweden and the United States. 
And 35 of the 44 countries 
which import wheat have also 
agreed to iit.

The Revolt Kenton Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON—The _ xgvolt 
against the Eisenhower foreign 
aid program has been by far the 
most significant phenomenon of 
the otherwise dull session of 
Congress which is now drawing 
to a close. The revolt, although 
it has been partially queHed, h 
been very real and very bitter. 

The House first demonstrated 
how deep the resistance to for- 
eign aid runs when, for the first 
time in the memory of old mem- 
bers, it defied the solemn pleas 
of the majority leader, minority 
leader, and the President him- 
self, and voted to cut the pro- 
gram. In the Senate, able men 
with enlightened foreign policy

Eisenhower program. 


Since shortly after the war, 
foreign aid in one form or an- 
other has been the keystone of 
the American foreign policy 
arch, It is therefore worth ask- 
ing what has caused the sudden, 
violent upsurge of resistance to 
the Eisenhower program, 


The reasons are partly politi- 
cal. Even at the height of the 
Marshall Plan period, foreign 
aid was not much of.a vote 
catcher, and many members of 
Congress have been receiving a 
steady stream of letters denounc- 
ing “sending all that money 
abroad.” The Democrats, more- 
over, are resentful of the way 
the foreign aid issue has been 
handled by the Administration. 


They charge, with some jus- 
tice, that the Administration, for 
political purposes, kept foreign 
aid spending low in the first 
three years simply by consum- 
ing the money in the pipelines. 
Now that the pipelines must be 
filled up again, the Democrats 
complain, the Administration ex- 
pects them to come to its rescue, 


the fact that the Marshall Plan, 
the ancestor of the present pro- 
gram, was oversold, as many old 
Marshall planners now admit. 
Make the economies of our 
allies healthy again, the Mar- 
hall planners argued in effect, 
and everything would be just 
jim-dandy: The Communist 
problem would fade into the 
mists of history, everybody 
would love America, the aid 
program could be wound up in. 
four years, .and that would be 
that. 
The economies of the Marshall 
Plan countriés are statistically 
healthier than the most opti- 
mistic planners forecast. But

very much with us, so is the aid 
program, and hardly anybody 
loves America. NATO is mori- 
bund, the neutralists insult. us 
one day and take our money the 
next, \jand So on, 

Actually, American aid» from 
the Greek-Turkish plan on has 
been a resounding success. But 
it has been a success in an es- 
sentially negative way, in that 
it has prevented a total disaster 
which would otherwise surely 
have occurred, And it is easy to 
see why members of Congress, 
hard-pressed in an election year, 
have little stomach for “sending 
all that money abroad.” 

It is abl the easier when one 
considers how the foreign aid 
program has been presented, 
The President obviously feels 
strongly on this subject. But 
many “Republicans, while pro- 
fessing undying admiration for 
the President, vote against his 
wishes with no compunction 
and no fear of the political con- 
sequences, and Democrats natu- 
rally tend to follow suit, -

There are other reasons for about as formal, dispirited and 


the disaffections among 
Democrats. The South was 
once the stronghold of inter- 
nationalism in foreign policy.

But these are the surface rea- 
sons for the revolt. Below the 
surface there is a deep feeling 
of disillusionment and disquiet 
which explains the disaffection 
of men like Mansfield. The dis- 
illusionment springs partly from

Meanwhile, the need for 
any real effort abroad has been 
consistenty undercut by official 
protestations that every day in 
every way everything is getting 
better and better, | 

Under the circumstances, it is 
surprising that the revolt has 
not cut deeper than it has, And 
the revolt should at least serve 
as a warning to the next admin- 
istration—which will certainly 
have to continue spending very 
large sums.of money abroad— 
not to serve up its program to 
Congress like-warmed-over stew 
in a cheap boarding house.

The 
member countries have agreed 
on two price limits, a maxim- 
um and.a minimum, The ex- 
porting countries have agreed 
to sell certain defined quotas of 
wheat vhen prices rise to the 
maximum, while the importing 
countries are committed to buy 
a fixed amount if the price falls 
to the minimum. In this} way 
prices and production are kept 
at a fairly even level in the 
interest of both buyers and 
sellers, 

This agreement covers most 
of the world’s wheat trade 
and it has the firm backing of 
Australia although her quota is 
Slightly ~down this year. Un- 
fortunately Britain, which im- 
ports a large amount of wheat, 
still will not join the scheme. 
And there will also be prob- 
lems because of large surpluses 
of wheat especially in north 
America. 

But ‘despite these difficulties 
it is very valuable arrange- 
ment, both for those countries 
that grow wheat and those 
who buy it. More international 
commodity agreements of this 
sort would make the task of 
economic development much 
easier for most countries of the 
world.
